The advantage, in the ore- 
tent instance, does not however ariac from 
(anna of Government, but from Ihe fact, 
that whilit the territorial affairs of America 
are »J ministered by authorities resident H 
Ameiica, who are therefore guided both 
by the lights of local knowledge, and by 
the motirea of local interett, the territorial 
affairs of New South Wales are admi- 
nistered by uthoritirt reatdtol at the other 
end of the world, and who are therefore 
wanting: both iu experience and in in- 
dueetnenta. Giro to the British Parlia- 
ment r^e local experience of our Colonial 
Leg! slat tire, or give to our l egislature the 
powers of Parliament, and we should in 
either cme tee roanaajement of a very 
different tort, Aa it ie, our land affairi 
art conducted with at little of wisdom and 
of liberal policy at can be imagined. In 
the United States, a price it died which 
enables the Government to tall their lands 
at any lima ; hen, the pnee ia such that, 
with trifling exceptions, they oan never be 
•old. There, the tquatter keeps undis- 
turbed possession until there be an offer to 
pnrehaee the freehold ; here, Ihe licensed 
greater has oectipstion for a twelve-month, 
and may be ejected at any moment of that 
Iranaitory term. There, when an otter to 
piirchite ia made, the squatter ie aafely 
entrenched behind hit right of pre- 
emption . hare, the licensed griuner may 
be Lwught nut by any adventurer. There, 
when the toaalter doea not rhooae to buy, 
ha is at any rate sure of being reimbursed 
his outlay on improvements ; bare, what- 
ever hit iinprovrmentt may have been, th* 
licensed graser ha* no property in then ;

NARtLATft'tf ^ :(

and a ifirfte body of natives, who, to the 
number of three hundred and nprrardt, 
soon assembled in a Urge open enclosure 
within the jveli ; His Exoelltney cotti- 
mtneed by reeding the following ad- 
ilrfsi 

I salute tou chiefs and elder men ; 1 
wish you health — may fetre be among 
j on ; 1 am glad to sec you. I rejoice to 
meet you here ; I have much to say to 
you— msny important tbingt. I have 
heard of all that hu beta done — some 
things goad, but some very bsj. AVtien 
1 see your Church, the work of your own 
hands i and when I heir from your true 
friend Mr. Hadfisld what progress you 
have made in Christina knowledge, I re- 
joice greatly -. but when I hear of the 
erit that has b««D don* by tome of you, 
1 can hardly belief* it can lien been done 
by any of th* tame people, so bad it is in 
my sighl. 

I hate heard of *U that has happened 
At the Wairau, aoootding to the Europeans' 
acrouai, and it ha* jrrinod my heart ex- 
ceedingly ■ 1 host ask you to tell me your 
story, thai I may compare the two anit 
judge fairly i when I hm beard your ac- 
count of tout dark day I trill reSect, and 
then icll you what I shall do. 

The bad news I hare heard shout kill- 
ing the white men so cruelly at the 
'Wairau, slier they had ceased righting 
aud had trotted to your honour, has made 
my heart very dark, baa filled my roiud 
with gloom. Tell me your story, that I 
may compute it with the other, and know 
the whole truth. 

When I iirst heard of the death of my 
friends, of the Englishmen who felt at 
Wairau, 1 was very angry and thought of 
hastening lie re with many ships of war, 
with many many soldiers, and several fire- 
inOTed ships (steamers). Had 1 done so 
your warriors Would hare been killed, your 
canoes would hare been taken and burnt, 
your bouses and pah* wunld hart been de- 
If roved, for I should have brought with 
me an irresistible force. 

II ill these were hasty, "angry, unchris- 
tian thoughts. They soon passed away, 
I considered the whole ease. I saw that 
the English, even by their own account, 
were very mush to blame, and I aaw how 
much you had been proroked. Then 1 
determined to put away ray anger, and 
crime to you peaceably. Let me now 
hear your story. 

Mr. Clarke interpreted the foregoing 
address. 

lUupaxahathen rose, and several voices 
from among the crowd of his countrymen, 
requested him to speak nat that they 
might all bear. He aaid— 

"There was no evil intended in the 
coinriWDcemeot of this affray, Imi is 
the foundation of ail our trim bin , the 
Europeans ssr that it it theirs, but who 
says mi besides themselves? The Tory 
came to Tort Nicholson, aud tlut was the 
commencement of the aril. We heard of 
the sale of that place by Warepori and 
Puni i Warepori was smoking his tobacco 
and wearing his blankets eiWr. we never 
agreed to it ; payment was made, but we 
never received it. Thus grew the seeds of 
evil ; who authorised Warepori to receive 
his payment ' Who authorised him to do 
it privately I WHy dkt be not tall (he 
people together and pay then aU f 

"The Tory anchored off Kapiti. 
Colonel Wakefield wanted to buy all the 

names of several daces.) " But all which 
1 sold was Blind Bay and Matt acre Bay : 
I aud Tururia told then places, and 
Warepori aud Tani sold Port Nicholson, 
The l.nd which I sold to Colonel Wake- 
field I sold myself i 1 did not consult any 
body. Colonc Wakefield then went to 
Taranki, and when he returned, he laid 
claim to all the land i nothing was said 
concerning Wairau until now he claims it. 

"There was no adequate payment 
mads, all 1 received waa"— (here he 
commenced enumerating articles, but 
was told that he need not go into 
these details.) Rauparaha continued 
— " 1 wish to enumerate these, be- 
muse Colonel Wakefield says 'the 
Maoriti are holding back the land which 
1 have paid for.' Porirua alto is claimed 
by Colonel Wakefield, but Rangilieeata 
will never consent to sell it. Now I come 
to Wairau. 

" Wairau was taken away by Thomp- 
son aud Wakefield (meaning Captain 
Wakefield.) When we heard they war* 
surveying th* land we went to Nelson to 
forbid their doing so ; w* went to Captain 
Wakefield's house, he said, ' I must hare

must hive it j ' I snswerst 
shall not base it ;* he said ' if you do not 
give it up, you shall be tied up in this 
manner.' (Hers Rsupsrahs, to explain 
his meaning of the threat held out by 
Captain Wakefield, put his hand* in the 
position of a parson handcuffed.) Rang! ■ 
liat-atea said. ' I will not give nr. Wairau, 
neither will I be taken prisoner by yen.' 

" Captain Wakefield then slid, ■ w* 
will aboot you i' I answered, 'well, what 
mailer if you do, we shall lata our live,, 
hut Wairau dial I not b* taken.* 

" After this interview at Nelson, Cap- 
lain Wakefield seat over some mart tor- 
veyors, amongst whom waa Mr. Cotteretl.

nearly finished . Tuaha went to 
to desist, nut they wowld not ; 
rcturewd to Berieu* and told » *>. 

■We then amei the, chiefs and old 
men went on board a aobouMi, and th*

we then brought all their goods, kc, dawn

mouth of the river ; 1 asked Mr, Barnicoat 
to remain with me till the boat came for 
hull r (lif l>t>jit v*i (tii Mr, i. "jcibCbt L id gone 
to .Nelson, 

" We continued our planting, till one 
morning we saw the f'ittoria {Government 
brig) ; then were our hearts telitved. fee 
we imagined that Mr. Spain and Mr. 
Clarke were come to settle the question of 
our lands ; being scattered about at dif. 
ferenl plates on the riTer, we look no far- 
ther notice, expecting a messenger to arrive- 
fro m Mr. Spain and Mr. Clarke ; but a 
messenger came up to say that it waa an 
army of 1 pakehas,' and that they were 
butily engaged in cleaning their arms aud 
aiiug the flints of their guns, they met 
Fimhn and detained him prisoner ; they said, 
1 where are Rauparaha and lUngihtieata!' 
Puaha aaiii, ' up the river.' They answered 
'let us go.' Puaha was glad tohearthemsay 
this, as he was afraid they would kill him. 
Ho afterwards watched his opportunity and j 
ran away and came to us. A messenger hail 
before come to tell me chat Puaha and Ran- 
gibaeata had been caught by the Europeans , 
Afterwards lUugihaeala and Puaha ar- 
rived, and we consulted what we should 
do. 1 proposed going into the bush, but 
they said 1 No, let us remain where we 
are | what have we done that we should 
be thus beast V 

" The Europeans slept same dtttanse 
from us, aud after they had breakfasted 
cania on towards us in two boata. We re- 
mained on tbe same spot without fboJj we 
were much alarmed. Early in the mo n- 
ing we were on tbe look out, and one of 
our scouts, who caught tight of them 
coming rouud a point, called out " here 
they come, here they come." Onr wo- 
men had kindled a fire, and cooked a few 
potatoes that we had remaining, and we 
were hastily eating them when ther came 
m sight, Cottcrrl called out, ' Where it 
Pnaha V l'uaha answered, ' here I am ; 
come here to me." They ssid again, 
where is IWia. Puaha again saluted 
them. Cotterel then said, "where it th* 
canoe for us to cross V {Bauparaha her* 
described the manner of their silting down, 
some on one side, some on the other.) 
Thompson, Wakefield, and some other 
gentlemen, crossed over with a constable 
to take me, but the greater number stopped 
on the other aide of the creek. Thompson 
said, • where is llauparaha r I tntwered, 
'here.' He said, 'come, you mutt come 
with me.' 1 replied, 'where?' He 
said, ' on hoard the t'ictori*.' I re- 
plied, 'what for?' He answered, 'to 
talk about the houses you hare burned 
down. 1 1 said, 'what houses was it I 
burned down ' — was it a tent belonging to 
you that you make so much ado about f 
You know it waa not ; it was nothing but 
a hut of rushes, the materials wen cut from 
my own ground, therefore I will not go on 
board, neitherwii'lbebound.jfyonareeDgry 
abont the land i, * ua talk it c|uietty over ; 
I care not if we talk till night and all day 
to-morrow -, and w hen we have finished I 
will settle the f|uestion about the land.' 
Mr. Thompson sail). 1 Will you not go V 
1 said ■ No,' and Raogihaeala, who had 
been called for and who had been speak- 
ing, aaid so too. Mr. Thompson then 
called fur the handcuffs and held up the 
warrant, tayioe, ' See, this is the tlueen't 
book, this i« the (iticen to ntakr a tie 
Rauparaha.' I said, 'I will not listen 
either to you or to your book.' He was 
was in a great passion ; his eyes rolled 
about and he stamped hit foot. I aaid I 
had rather be killed than submit to be 
bound. lie then called for the constable, 
who began opening the handcurTa and to 
advance towards me. Mr. Thompson laid 
hold of my hand, 1 pushed him away lay- 
ing, ' What are you doing that for t* Mi, 
Thompson then called oat 'Fire,' twealad 
once and then Thompson and WakefkSd 
called together « Firs . (On being I 
which of the gentlemen it was who 
the command • Fire," Rauparaha ansv 
Thompson gave the word of command but 
Wakefield recommended him to do so,) 
The Europeans began to cross over the 
creek, and as they were croaaitig they 
fired one gun, the women and children were 
sitting round the fir* ; we called out, ' mt 
shall be shot.' After this one gun, they 
fired a volley, and one of us waa killed, 
then another, and three were wounded, we 
were then closing fast, the pakeha't guns 
were levelled at us, (here he described by 
comparison the distance between the con- 
tending parties,) 1 and Puaha cried out 
' Friends stand up and shoot tome of them 
ill payment.' We were frightened because 
they irere very close. We then fired, 
three of the Europeans fell, They find 
again and killed ' Kongo' the wife of Ban 
gthaeat*. We then bent all our energy 
to the tight, and the Europeans began to 
fly. They all ran away, firing as they re- 
treated j the gentlemen ran too. W* 
punned them and killed them aa «e over- 
took them, Captain Wakefield and Mr. 
Thompson were brought by the slaves who 
caught them to me. KangjhaeaLa can* 
running to me crying out, 'What are you 
doing, yonr daughter is dead f What 
are you doing I say V Upon which 
some heathen slaves killed them, 
(Bauparah here particularly mentioned 
that those who killed the prisoners were, 
to use hit own literal expression, ' devils,' 
not mission arise, meaning heathen natives) 

Puaha aor 
present, 

" There was no time (lapsed between the 
flhght and the slaughter of the priaoners. 
When th* prisoners were killed the rest of 
the people were still engaged in the pur- 
anil, and before they returned they weie 
all dead. 1 forgot to ai that during the 
purwjit, when we arrived at lbs ton of tbe' 
hill, Mr. Cottercll held up a Bag and aaid 
'that it enough, slop fighting.' Mr. 
Thompson aaid to tne ' Kanparaht spare 
my lift!' I answered • a little while ago 
I wished to talk with you in a friendly 
manner, and yon would not, now yon aay 
save nat, 1 will not ear* yoo."

After a alienee of about half an hour, 
bit Exctllsncy rose aud addressed the 
natives as follows : — 

New I bare lietrd both tides ; I have 
reflected on both accounts, and 1 am pre- 
pared lo gim my decision. 

1, the representative of the Quern of 
England, the Governor of New Zealand, 
taw made m» decision, and it i, this. 
Henri™ chief) anil elder men to my de- 
cision. 

In the first place the Eolith were 
wrong ; they had no right to build houses 
upon land to which thry had not estab- 
lished their claim, upon the land, the sale 
of which von disputed, and on which Mr.

Th* very bad part of the Wairau affair, 
thatpart where you were so very wrong, was 
killing unarmed men who had surrendered, 
■ho trusted to your honour as chiefa. Eng- 
lishmen never kill their prisoners; English- 
men never kill men who have surrendered. 
It it th* allocking death of these unfortu- 
nate men that has filled my mind with 
stoom, that made my heart so dark, that 
has rilled me with sorrow. But I know 
how difficult it is to restrain angry men 
when their passions are roused. I know 
that you repent of your conduct, and are 
now sorry that those men were killed -, 
and my decision is that, aa the Englishmen 
were very greatly to blame, aud as they 
brought on and began live fight, and nt 
you were hurried into crime by their mis- 
conduct, I will not avenge their deaths, 

In future let us dwell peaceably with- 
out distrust. I have told you my decision,

and tilling freely as each may desire, with 
the constat of the other, hut not un- 
willingly ; by tieh metna we shall receive 
mutual advanta^i. The natives must not 
interfere with Englishmen who have settled 
on land and fairly purchased ( the English 
shall not encrotch upon laud which the 
native* have not fairly told. 

No pah, nor cultivation, nor burial 
ground shall be encroached npon or touched 
by any Englishmen, estcept by the desire 
of the nstives to whom it belongs . where 
tdure is any mistake or doubt about boun- 
daries of parchaar, appeal must he made 
to law. The lair will see justice done, and 
I will be responsible for it* execution, by 
properly qualified persons. 

Recommending you tu the advice nf 
Tour true friends the Missionaries, the 
Protectors, and the Officers of the f vovrm- 
ment. I now bid you farewell, and wislt 
you all health and the blessing of God.

The moun- 
tains of Tabili seems to constitute but one 
platform, of which tlrocna* is the culmi- 
nating point. All thr other points arc 
only 1 he summits of secondary mountains, 
which irradiate luwards the circumference 
o! the inland ; tlicy are separated hy deep 
, delis, by precipices and valleys, through 
1 which small rivulets itescend, Sometime! 
I the precipitous fronts uf lliesa mniuitains 
I are varied with a kind of bright red clay 1
